CALIFORNIA 
BIRTH RATE 
INCREASES 


Mark of 20.6 Per 1000 is 
Highest Record Yet Made; 
Deaths Are Normal 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 20.—Dur 
ing the eight months January to 
August, 1923, inclusive, 62,326 
births were registered in Califor- 
nia, says a bulletin issued today 
by the State Board of Health. 
This is a birth rate of 20.6 per 
1000 population and is the highest 
yet recorded in the State. 

During the same period 36,153 
death certificates were filed, indi- 
cating a death rate of 14.3, which 
is about normal for California. 

The report says there has been 
an apparent increase in infant 
mortality. The rate for the eight 
months is 74.8 compared with 71 
for the same period last year. The 
greatest number of infant deaths 
eccurred during May. September 
and October, according to the bul- 
letin, are favorable months for 
infants and when the returns for 
these months have been compiled, 
it is probable that the infant mor- 
tality rate will be lower than given 
for the eight months period.

FARMERS 


War Corporation Made 
$287,739,668 Advances 
Since January, 1921 


(BY A. FP. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Im- 
proved agricultural and banking 
conditions throughout the country 
were refiected in operations of the 
War Finance Corporation in the 
past year, directors of the cor- 
poration declared in their annual 
report sent to Congress today. 

Although some  liocalities have 
not benefitted as much as otherer 
by better prices and other factors 
bearing on agricultural prosperity, 
the directors said, they regarded 
the continued heavy repayment of 
advances by the corporation as 
evidence of a sounder economic 
condition generally in the agri- 
cultural industry’ and the financial 
institutions on which it leans for 
credit. 

Country bankers in nearly all 
sections were represented in the 
report as being once more in a 
position to take care of their 
usual credit demands 

Since January, 1921, when the 
first advances were made, the 
corporation has loaned a total of 
$287,739,668 for agricultural financ- 
ing. Of that sum the report 
showed, more than $211,000,000 
had been repaid on November 30 
the end of the corporation's year 
with additional repayments since 
then aggregating about ten mil- 
Men dollara, 


The advance upon Puebla in-

They were forced to evacuate 
Tehuacan. The pursuit of the 
enemy has been slow because the 
rebels had destroyed great lengths 
of the railroad as they retreated.

IRAPUATO (Mex.) Dec. 20.— 
Refugees who escaped two days 
ago from Guadalajara report that 
the city is verging on a panic. They 
assert that Gen. Enrique Estra- 
da, the insurgent leader, has tak- 
en possession of extensive food 
supplies for the use of the army, 
thus ca the cost of living to 
quadruple during the past few 
days. 

The insurgents in Guadalajara 
are spreading the most absurd 
stories about rebel successes, as- 
serting that the revolutionaries 
have taken the States of Guerrero, 
Puebla and Vera Cruz, it is re- 
Ported. No one believes the stories 
becausé the fact that the Federals 
have surrounded Gu 

well known there. 

As Guadalajara has no artillery, 
the inhabitants are in constant 
fear that the Federal troops may 
open on the city at any moment. 
Hence numerous attempts are be- 
ing made to escape from the city. 
Rebel troops seeking to escape are 
| shot immediately. There have 
been a number of shootings of this 
kind during the past two days, but 
this does not prevent desertions. 

Guadalajara is between two fires, 
since Gen. re Cardenas 
marched around the city, taking a 
position on the Columa Road be- 
tween Guadalajara and the broken 
country to the west into whose 
canyons and mountains the insur- 
sents are expected to retreat in 
case they are forced to abandon 
the city. 

Gen. Cardenas is now cutting off 
the rebels’ retreat with 2000 sea- 
soned cavalry, whose leaders 
know every foot of the country. 
The rebels can expect at best to 
break up 
bands and escape into the barren 
trackless country. 

Refugees say that only by ter- 
rorism does Gen. Estrada keep or- 
der in the city. Col. Petronilo 
Flores, the commander of the 
Thirteenth Regiment of cavalry, 
who was sent out to reconnoiter 
about Guadalajara, seized the op- 
portunity to escape to the Federal 
troops. Col. Flores said he was 
forced to join Gen. Estrada when 
the revolution broke out in Guad- 
alajara. They will join the Fed-. 
eral troops marching to attack 
Guadalajara. 

Army authorities report that 
bridges and roads destroyed by the 
insurgents have not all been re- 
paired yet. This is preventing the 
opening of serious hostilities. : 

Orders issued by President 
Obregon to cease all further re- 
cruiting of volunteers for the Fed- 
eral army have created an excellent 
impression. This is taken as a 
sign ot his strength and of his con- 
fidence in his power to dominate 
the situation. 

It is reported here that Gen. 
Plutarco Calles, a candidate for 
the Presidency, is returning to 
Mexico City because his work of 
recruiting the agrarian element for 
the government was stopped by 
the Presidential order to cease re- 
cruiting. 

The insurgents at Guadalajara 
have closed the local State Con- 
gress, driven out the Mayor of 
the city and appointed a new set 
of State and city officials. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 20.—Capt, V. 
I. Monsalve, commander of the 
Mexican patrol boat Mayo, who a 
few days ago declared himself in 
favor of the De la Huerta faction 
in Mexico, today announced that 
he had never done any such thing 
and was always an ardent support- 
President Obregon.

Embassy there, to forbid the Mayo 
to leave this port, it being charged 
that Monsalve and his crew in- 
tended to join the rebel move- 
ment. 

Monsalve dropped from sight for 
a few hours yesterday, causing 
some speculation as to his activi- 
ties, but he returned to the pa- 
trol boat this morning. 

The captain, in the presence of a 
number of newspaper men, pre- 
volusly had disavowed the Obre- 
gon government, although he de- 
nied this today. He insisted that 
because of his limited knowledge 
of the English language, his words 
had misinterpreted. Mon- 
salve blamed Ferriera for all the 
trouble, saying the consul had a 
personal enmity for him. The con- 
sul, in turn, said there was noth- 
ing personal in the case, as he had 
never talked with the Mayo's cap- 
tain until the asserted disaffection. 
The Mayor is laid up here with a 
broken shaft and cannot be re- 
paired for at least a week.

Straton, at the outset of his pre- 
pared speech, declared he based his 
arguments on facts, and would 
treat his subject in a scientific 
manner, which he said was s0 
stressed by modernists, who denied 
the Bible's infallibility and other 
fundamentalist beliefs on the 
ground that they do not coincide 
with the facts proved by science. 


WOULD REVEAL SELF 
Assuming the existence of a liv- 
ing God, said Dr. Straton, which 
all followers of Christianity, mod- 
ernists and fundamentalists alike 


must concede, it is only logical to 
presume that He would reveal 
Himself to any man. Any wise 
sovereign, he said, must give his 
subjects laws, hence it would be 
absurd to suppose that God would 
not supply such a code. 

With this established, the funda- 
mentalist leader declared his only 
task was to prove that the Bible 
ig that code. As evidence to sup- 
port his argument, Dr. Straton 
pointed to the Bible’sa miraculous 
preservation and increase. Down 
through the ages, he said, man has 
tried to eliminate it, and thou- 
sands of persons have been killed 
because they persisted in reading 
it. And spill it is the world’s best 
seller. 

The Bible, said the speaker, has 
the quality of unique universality. 
It belongs to all ages and tribes, 
and, unlike the Koran and the 
Vedas, has a universal appeal. Its 
mystery element is necessary to all 
religion, for when man solves mys- 
tery he ceases to revere the thing 
that has mystified him. 


1500 YEARS TO WRITE BIBLE 
It took 1500 years for forty au- 
thors from every walk of life to 


write the Bible, he said, and yet 
there is unity and one spirit 
breathes through it all. Through- 
out its divisions the Bible is one 
harmonioug whole, and this fact is 
made possible only because the 
Holy Spirit of the Living God was 
the real author, said Dr. Struton. 

No other book has stood the test 
of literally fulfilling its prophe- 
cles, he asserted, and many in- 
stances ewere quoted in which the 
words of the prophets were borne 
out by later happenings. 

Dr. Straton declared he “did not 
‘have to prove that the Bible is in- 
Htallible to all men.” “ 

“Spiritual things are spiritually 


‘discerned just as physical things 
* physicaHy discerned,” he 
a 


Mr. Potter said he consented to 
take the negative side in the debate 
only because of the exact word- 
ing of the subject, “Resolved, that 
the Bible in the Infallible Word of 
God,” which he declared could be 
interpreted only as meaning that 
“every part of the Bible is the 
‘word of God’ and therefore infal- 
lible.”

Mr. Potter based his 
arguments mainly on passages 
which he declared were: 

(61) Inaccurate, historically or 
scientifically. 

(2.) Obvious contradictions 

(3.) Representing God as doing 
or approving something which 
“seems to be morally wrong.“ 

QUOTES LEVITICUS 

In support of his first premise, 
Mr. Potter quoted, among other 
passages, a phrase from Leviticus 
xi:6, “and the hare, because she 
cheweth the cud.” 

Scientists have long since proved. 
he said, that the hare and rabbit 
are not cud-chewing animals, al- 
though they make motions which 


the unscientifie observer might 
mistake for such an operation. 
The same sort of mistake was 


made, he said, when grasshoppers, 
crickets and locusts were spoken 
of as “going on all fours.” when 
all these insects have six feet. 

Three errors of history occur, 
he said, in the second chapter of 
Luke, which relates that a decree 
went out from Caesar Augustus 
that “all the world should be en- 
rolled.“ 

This, he said, was the first en- 
rollment made when Quirinus was 
Governor of Syria.” 

Joseph and Mary, this passage 
says, “went up to Bethlehem for 
enrollment and there Jesus was 
born, while in Matthew the event 
is described as taking place in the 
days of Herod the King.” 

Mr. Potter asserted history 
showed no record of a world cen- 
sus, not even a Roman world cen- 
sus: that a small enrollment was 
made in Palestine, not by Quirtnus, 
but ten years after the death of 
Herod and that at the time of the 
birth of Jesus, the Governor of 
Syria was not Quirinus, but Quin- 
tus Sentius Saturnis. 

passages which he said 
were contradictory, he quoted 
from second Samuel, vi:23: “Mich- 
al was the daughter of Saul, 
had no child unto the day of her 
death,” while second Samuel 
xxi:8 says: The five sons of 
Michal, the daughter of Saul.””

The Bible, sald Potter, if it is 
the infallible word of God, repre- 
sents God as having “morally de- 
grading ideas.” In Deuteronomy 
xxvi:18-21, he declared, is “a com- 
mand to stone to death disobedient 
children, without trial, on the ac- 
cusation of their parents. It the 
parents of New York obeyed this 
tomorrow. think what it would 
mean. For one thing the parents 
would de arrested for murder, and 
rightly.” 

“Any one of these inaccuracies,” 
continued the modernist repre- 
sentative, who quoted many oth- 
er biblical verses, in support of his 
theories, “would, taken alone, prove 
my thesis that the Bible is not 
the infallible word of God. All 
of them taken together and many 
others which might be cited, con- 
stitute a body of evidence within 
the book itself which refutes my 
worthy opponent's contention.”

‘about the pitchers walking Rabe 
Ruth purposely. It has been said 
‘that they ought to give him «a 
chance, that is is unsportamanlike 
to pass him. 

Everybody seems to be of the 
impression that the pitchers pass 
Ruth to keep him from getting a 
hit—that and nothing else. There 
is another thing they have over- 
looked: In many cases the pitchers 
pass Babe Ruth simply because 
they don't want to risk getting hit 
with a ball driven straight back at 
them.

“I'll guarantee you,” declared 
Reuther, “he won't hit another 
one back at me like that.”

That there is a lot of truth in 
this is shown by the number of 
no-hit games pitched last season. 
The lively ball didn't help a bit as 
long as the pitcher wouldn't let 
them get hold of it. There were 
any number of shut-out games and 
a lot of small scores. That's when 
the pitching was good. 


THE GREATEST HIT EVER 

There is no doubt, though, that 
the lively ball has made a big 
change in base-running. Managers 
do not make their men steal sec- 
ond now except in rare cases. 
What's the use of trying to steal 
second and, maybe, getting thrown 
out when the next batter might 
come along and knock the ball out 
of the lot? Even if he didn’t do 
that he has a good chance of 
smacking it past some infielder. 
In other words, there are more 
chances in waiting for a hit than 
in trying to steal second. 

I have hit these lively balls. No 
doubt there is a difference, but, 
honestly, I don’t believe there is as 
much difference as some try to 
make out. Just as Donovan says, 
the batter has to hit the ball on 
the nose, no matter if it is lively 
or dead.

SHORTEST KNOWN CAREER . 


I made a hit once that I always 
will remember, though it wasn't a 
freak. 

The St. Louts club was playing 
the Pirates at Pittsburg. Miller 
Huggins was the St. Louis mana- 
ger. A fresh young pitcher had 
joined them and was rarin' to go. 
He was quite a wise boy, according 
to his own way of thinking—fall 
of ideas and conversation. For 
several days he had been telling 
the other St. Louis players how he 
could make the so-called good hit- 
ters sidestep. He was eager for a 
chance to show us all up. 

“How’'ll you pitch against Wag- 
ner?“ Huggins asked him. 

“There's only one way to do it,” 
he said. “I don't see why others 
haven't thought of it. Why, I'll 
pitch three fast balls right at his 
head and drive that Dutchman 
from the plate. If he doesn’t get 
away he'll get his head knocked 
off.

Quesse and his as- 
sociates were accused of bombing 
and otherwise injuring property of 
building owners who disobeyed 


at extortion. 

They were tried in January, 1922, 
but the jury disagreed after a bit- 
ter trial. States Attorney Crowe 
| pressed the case, however, and a 
second trial before Judge Swanson 
in June, 1922, resulted in a general 
verdict of guilt. 

A jury of union sympathizers re- 

‘turned the verdict. 
“We are not against unionism.” 
the foreman said after the trial, 
'‘“but we have no sympathy for the 
tactics of these defendants.” 

Lawyers for the defense carried 
the case tothe Appellate Court.

LONDON, Dec. Z20.— While there 
have been no actual developments, 
the Afghan situation is regarded 
here as very tense. The British of- 
ficials while refusing to express an 
opinion obviously are uneasy about 
the dispatch of the Afghan army 
to Jelalabad ostensibly to search 
for the murderers of British offi- 
cers and their wives. The surren- 
der of the assassins has been de- 
manded. 

The dispatch of the army would 
be quite correct if the murderers 
were in the neighborhood, although 
why an army should be needed to 
capture them is not quite clear 
but the British information is that 
the wanted men have been seen in 
bazaars at Kabul. which ig a long 
way from Jelalabad. 

It is also pointed out that Jela- 
labad lies on the road from Kabul 
to Peshawar where a British force 
is concentrated for a dash on Kabul 
should it become necessary to 
rescde the legation there. 

It is not thought here that the 
100,000 rifles and 1900 machine 
guns bought from France have 
been the Amir's only purchase 
abroad. Possibly the introduction 
of guns from HKuasia has not been 
overlooked but information on this 
point te lacking. 

The truculence displayed by the 
Afghan minister in France also is 
a bad sign and it is not believed 
that he would have issued state- 
ments denouncing the British with- 
out the consent of the government 
at Kabul! or at least powerful mem- 
bers of it. While the army now 
marching on Jelalabad may only be 
on a misston of rounding up 
criminals it is feared that the in- 
fluence of Kabul might not be 
enough to restrain it should there 
be a fanatic outbreak making nec- 
essary an effort to rescue Eu- 
ropeans. 


Italy Demands 


Zone in Russia 
for Exploiting 


(RY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) . 
ROME, Dec. 20.—The Italian 
government is now demanding a 
sphere of influence in Russia in ro- 
turn for de jure recognition of the 
soviet regime. Italy wishes a large 
zone in the Ukraine or along the 
Black Sea, including some oll 
fields for Italian colonization and 
exclusive industrial, mineral and 
agricultural exploitation. 

Private Italian industry would 
have the exclusive right to exploit 
this zone and lItallan emigrants 
would be turned in this direction. 
The Italians hold that as the first 
country in Western Europe to ne- 
gotiate a commercial treaty with 
the soviets, Italy should have the 
first choice of picking a zone for 
exploitation.

DAILY TRADE TALK 


F. M. McGrath, statistician with 
Mentzer’s Economic Service of Los 
Angeles, hag been surveying for 
Trade Talk the country’s tax bill 
in its economic relation to the pro- 
posed soldier's bonus, and offers, 
as the result of his investigations, 
the following conclusions: 

“The country's tax bill has grown 
from $1,382,000,000 in 1903 to 
$2,194,000,000 in 1913, to $8,363,- 
000,000 in 1921, while last year it 
was reduced by Federal economies 
to $7,061,000,000. Now the people 
pay into the Federal government 
$323,000,000 more than the govern- 
ment needs. Unnecessary taxation 
ia confiscation of the people's 
moneys. To avoid that Secretary 
Mellon proposes reduction be 
made in income taxes, and that 
exaction be removed from other 
sources. 

“Mr. Mellon suggests that $93,- 
000,000 less be extracted from in- 
comes of $1000 to $6000; 352.000, 
000 less from incomes of $6000 to 
$10,000; $71,000,000 leas from in- 
comes between $10,000 and $100,- 
000, and $6,000,000 less from in- 
comes over $100,000. Also, he sug- 
gests that $100,000 less be taken 
from theater admissions, telephone 
calls, telegraph messages, etc. If 
you want reduction in taxation, 
you've got to go after it—not once, 


but repeatedly; otherwise you 
won't get the relief. 

“The Federal government has 
done very well in reducing ex- 


penses, but now is faced with de- 
mand for soldier bonuses. That 


able, but able-bodied men need 
more continuous employment r&th- 
er than doles, and disabled soldiers 
need governmental help without 
stint. The government paid bonus- 
es of $60 a man on discharge from 
the army, which totaled 32 70,000. 
000. It is spending $400,000,000 a 
Year on special pensions and vo- 
cational training for disabled sol- 
diers. It has spent $2,000,000,000 
on war veterans since the armis- 
tice,, and during the next five years 
will probably expend $2,000,000,- 
000 more. 

“The States have given 2.384.000 
soldiers something like $389°,000,- 
000 with bonus laws pending for 
462,000 more in Pennsylvania. 
Colorado and Montana, In the re- 
maining non bonus States there are 
1,772,000 soldiers. There are 4,- 
500,000 men on the bonus list. 
The bulk of income taxation is 
paid by 6,000,000 persons of in- 
comes between $2000 and $10,000. 
If a man earns $500 to $10,000 
his income tax probably would be 
more than any bonus he might re- 
ceive. So he would be better off 
with lees taxation and no bonus. 
To men earning $1000 to $2000, 
war pay was nearly as much as 
they would have received in gain- 
ful enterprise as their Army in- 
come was $30 to $50 a month and 
sustenance provided by the 
ernment, while largely inflated in- 
dustrial wages were offset by in- 
flated commodity prices.

Calls Expansion Movement

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Henry NX. 
Dawes, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, “is interested to protect, 
strengthen and popularize the na- 
tional banking system. Time was 
when national banks were the out- 
“standing banking institutions. They 


were the favorites of the Federal 
government and an integral and 
important part of the nation's fiscal 
system. They were banks of issue 
and State banks, in the face of a 
prohibitive tax, could not emit 
notes. Government supervision 
and examination gave them a rep- 
Utation for soundness which was 
well deserved. They were re- 
stricted in their operations to ap- 
proved practices. Their savings 
departments are of comparatively 
recent authorization. They could 
not make loans on real estate until 
the Federal Reserve Act authorized 
it, but practice and precedent in 
that field still rule and such loans 
are few. 
ne State banks have developed 
im the face of handicaps. They 
have operated in competition with 
national banks, but they have de- 
veloped ehormous business in the 
fields that were closed to the liat- 
ter. In the last decade the way 
has been openéd for the national 
banks to do business, but the great 
bulk of such business is in the 
hands of State chartered institu- 
tions. So is the savings business. 
In many States the State banks 
have branches. National banks may 
have branches if they bring them 
into the system with the parent 
bank, but in most instances where 
national banks have branches, 
there has been recourse to some 
Kind of legal subterfuge. 

In a general way the fact is that 
the State banks have wider latitude 


im their operations and greater 


freedom. They have grown in 
number and in resources much 
more rapidly than national banks, 
which are now only about 25 per 
Cent of the entire number of bank- 
‘ing institutions in the country. 
State banking laws are not uni- 
form, and the quality of State su- 


*pervision varies. Wherever a State

banks relatively small.

Gasoline stocks increased to the 


extent of 1,058,393 barrels during 
November, according to reports re- 
ceived by the American Petroleum 
Institute covering approximately 
65 per cent of the refining capac- 
ity ot the United States. Pipe 
line and tank farm crude oil 
stocks east of the Rockies in- 
creased 56,464,000 barrels in No- 
vember. 

The daily average gross crude 
oil production of the United States 
decreased 62,850 barrels for the 
week ended the 15th inst., totaling 
1,943,300 barrels, according to 
the weekly summary of the insti- 
tute. A decrease of 30,150 barrels 
in the daily production of Powell, 
and 20,000 in California ac- 
counts for most of the decrease 
of 62,850 barrela. The daily aver- 
age production east of the Rocky 
Mountains was 1,234,950 barrels, 
a decrease of 12,850. 

California production was 708,- 
350 barrels, a decrease of 20, 
000. 

Daily average imports of petro- 
leum at principal ports for the 
week ended the 15th inst., were 
228,714 barrels, compared with 
398,143 barrels for the previous 
week. Daily avérage receipts of 
California oil at Atlantic and Gulf 
Coast ports were 263,714 barrels, 
compared with 163,143 for the 
previous week. 

Pennsylvania crude oil was ad- 
vanced 25 cents a barrel and is 
being quoted for the Bradford dis- 
trict $2.85 a barrel, and for all 
other grades $2.60 a barrel. There 
were no changes reported for 
crude oil prices for the other 
major districts, mid-continent be- 
ing quoted from 75 cents to $1.25 
a barrel, according to the gravity 
of the oil; Gulf Coast $1 a barrel 
and California crude ranged from 
60 to 76 cénts a barrel, depending 
upon the gravity. 


Sand Caves In 


Tweedy No. 1 a wildcat well be- 
ing drilled at Home Gardens by 
the Magnolia Petroleum Syndi- 
cate has had trouble with sand 
caving into the hole, according to 
officials of the company, and drill- 
ing has been temporarily suspend- 
ed while the hole is being cleaned.

vided himself with a motion-pic- 
ture camera the moment he struck 
Los Angeles to use when he goes 
out to view Hollywood. 
— Mr. Hayashi, who is a guest at 
the Alexandria, is the son of the 
former Japanese Ambassador to 
France, Takamasa Hayashi, noted 
as one of the foremost art collec- 
tors of the Flow Kingdom. He 
ig a student at Harvard, where he 
has been taking special work in 
economics and banking, and has 
come to epend the winter in South- 
ern California. 

“To tell the truth, I don’t know 
a thing about operating a motion- 
picture machine,” he said, “but I 
am familiar with other cameras 
and think I can learn. I thought 
motion pictures of the world’s mo- 
tion-picture center would be more 
appro»riate than stills.“ 

Mr. Hayashi is in this country to 
prepare himself for taking charge 
of his father’s banking business in 
Tokio.

| I'M A FIEND, CONTINUED 

Last week I told you that one 
of the things that keeps me re- 
sistant to taking cold is the fact 
that I am a fresh air fiend, that 
I have the wonderful fresh air 
every minute of my life. The fresh 
air makes my digestion better, it 
keeps my appetite good, and in 
every way is good for me. If I were 
a delicate child, fresh air would 
be even more important to me, if 
that were possible. 

I told you also that Doctor says 
while it is important to have fresh 
air, Mammas must also remember 
that it is important for us to be 
warm while we have it. And of 
course, if we are delicate babies 
even more precautions would have 
to be taken to keep us warm. 

1 told you that I had slept out- 
doors on the sleeping porch prac- 
tically all my life since I was six 
weeks old. We babies must not 
sieep on sleeping porches if it is 
very cold or extremely bad weath- 


sirable to have us sleep out doors 


You might use me as an example. 
Of course, we must be warm. 
Remember I emphasized that last 
week, and told you about my 
sleeping blankets and so on. 

Now today, Doctor wants me to 
talk to you a little about airing 
the nursery,. and about the tem- 
perature of it. During the day our 
nurseries should be kept as nearly 
as possible at a temperature from 
65 to 68 deg. Fahrenheit. A ther- 
mometer, should be hung—about 
three feet from the floor—so the 
temperature can be easily known. 

It is a very common mistake to 
overheat our  living-roome. 
night if we sleep indoors, the nur- 
sery should be cooler than in the 
day time, because we sleep much 
better in the cool air than we do 
in the warm air—just the same as 
you do, mammas—and it makes 
us stronger, so we do not so easily 
catch cold and other things we 
shouldn't. The temperature can 
be reduced gradually and we can 
sleep in unheated rooms afte we 
are 6 weeks old, ft we have been 
accustomed to it gradually and if 
we are so dressed that we are kept 
warm. Of course, in very cold cli- 
mates the temperature of the sleep- 
ing room must be kept above the

You know that 
we healthy babies take forty to 
fifty calories to each pound of our 
weight every day. Just so it is 
with fresh air, mammas. We need 
more fresh air than you d?! 

But you won't forget about keep- 
ing us warm enough, will you? 
You can tell that by our hands 
and feet. Of caprae, you must re- 
member also, mammas, that 
must not become overheated— for 
aside from being exposed to those 
suffering with Infectious colds, cet- 
ting too warm and perspiring and 
then cooling too rapidly is one of 
the surest ways of catching cold. 

In my last week's talk to you 
T don't think I mentioned about 
the best time to take us out for 
our airing. In the winter and early 
spring, the middle of the day from 
10 a.m. to 3 p.m. is the best time; 
in the summer and early fall, the 
best time is before and after this 
time because of the greater heat 
in the middle of the day, unless

Angeles think and reason and to 
what purpose they do so will soon become a matter of record at 
police headquarters. The facts regarding the mental possibilities and 
limitations of his men, the manner and speed of the reasoning processes, 
are being collected by Chief of Police Vollmer through a series of mental 


tests conducted at the Southern Branch of the University of California 


by Dr. Grace Furnald. 


The tests were in progerss an 
day yesterday and will continue to- 
day, until every officer, from the 
assistance chief to the file clerk, 
shall have taken them, | 

RESULTS TO BE FILED 

It was explained by Chief von- 
mer that the results of these tests 
will be filed with each man's rec- 
ord so that they will be available 
in “getting a line” on his ability. 
These results, he stated further. 
are but.one of the means to be 
used in arriving at a conclusion 
as to the fitness of the officers. 

The tests, he said, are expected 
to show whether the men who 
undergo the mthink speedily, ac- 
curately and to the logical conclu- 
sion or whether they are unable 
to focus their attentions steadily 
on a single fact and jump to de- 
ductions. 

Chie Volimer stated that 


„tests will be used not only to sup- 
plement knowledge about the of- 
ficera obtained in other ways but 
also to determine each man's fit- 
ness to take a promotional exam- 
ination. 
BASIS FOR EXAMINERS 

The civil service rules provide, 
he pointed out, that each man tak- 
ing a promotional ¢xamination be 
judged on his ascertained merit, 
senioMity and the result of the ex- 
amination. If the man who takes 
the examination, however, is 
shown to have done the wrong 
thing at the wrong time and to 
lack the ability to reason quickly 
and accurately the examiners will 
be asked to disregard the results of 
the examination and the number 
of years he has served. 

The tests which the men are un- 
dergoing at present, he said, will 


aid materially in eliminating the 
men unfit for promotion from such 


the examinations.

The construction of an adequate 
subway system extending from the 
downtown section into the beach 
cities; Hollywood, Glendale, Pasa- 
dena ad Boyle Heights districts: 
the establishment of a convenient- 
ly located central subway terminal, 
and an arrangement of one-way 
surface lines to and from the cen- 
tral business district. 

The establishment, as soon as 
possible, of conveniently located 
union passenger and freight termi- 
nals, contemplating the city's pres- 
ent and future needs; the removal 
of tracks from the city’s streets. 
with depressed tracks leading into 
these terminals and elevated la- 
ducts at street intersections to ac- 
commodate street traffic. 

The development of our hydro- 
electric resources to provide amply 
for our future industrial and do- 
mestic requirements and under an 
arrangement which will permit fair 
and unimpeded competition be- 
tween the municipality and the 
established power companies, thus 
encouraging the investment of pri- 
vate capital in this vitally neces- 
sary enterprise.

ALHAMBRA, Dec. 20.—Through 
the purchase by the city of Alham- 
bra of the J. A. Graves water sys- 
tem, which now serves about 250 
‘consumers in the section north of 
Alhambra Road and east of Olive 
‘street, a material reduction in 
rates will be secured and the city 
will acquire an important addition 
to its water resources. 
Announcement of the purchase, 
negotiations for which have been 
under way for some time, was 
made today by City Manager Lor- 
raine, following the approval of 
the City Commission.

Thompson's court yesterday. 


Rapid progress was made in dis- 
posing of the witnesses for the de- 
fense, for the reason that David 
V. Cahill, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, did but little cross-examin- 
ing. He considered that the evi- 
denee did not call for cross-ex- 
amination, as it showed an alleged 
supply of water and presence of 
oll in land many miles away from 
the holdings of the Great Angeles 
Oi] and Land Company. 

The list of witnesses included M. 
J. Wileox, A. V. Oldham, C. Sches- 
meyer, Joseph C. Nelson, John H. 
Carter, George A. Dennison, Louis 
A. Vandenhook, W. I. Pollard, 
Soares V. Martin, J. C. Graves 
and .

Their testimony showed that

He said 
it was an insult to the intelligence 
of the jury to call the defendants 
even oil promoters or “wildcat- 
ters,” as the scheme had been car- 
ried on for the purpose of getting 


money. 

Paul W. Schenck followed in be- 
half of the defendants. He con- 
tended that the oil proposition was 
a gamble in the Antelope Valley, 
and that the investors in the prop- 
erty understodd it as such, He 
admitted that it was a “duster,” 
but that other ventures had 
been such. He argued that the 
land was worth all the investors 
had given for it for agricultural 
uses, provided water was developed 
and it was intensively cultivated. 
And water could be had, he argued. 

Thomas PF. White, who repre- 
sented Thomas V. King, one of the 
defendants, will follow Mr. 
Schenck this morning, and Mr. 
Cahill will close the case for the 
government during the day. It is 
expected that it will be submitted 
to the jury this afternoon.

Austrian Composer Here to 
Discuss Innovations With 
Hollywood Studios 


A new type of music designed 
specifically for motion pictures is 
being evolved by Bruno Steinbach. 
Austrian composer and formerly a 
member of the faculty of tHe Vi- 
enna Conservatory of Music and 
lecturer on music at the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg. 

r. Steinbach, who is a guest 
at the Clark Hotel, is here to dis- 
cuss the musical innovations he 
has in mind with the motion-pk- 
ture producers at Hollywood. 

In explaining his idea, Mr. Stein- 
bach suggested that the music ac- 
companying the presentation of 
films today ils inadequate to bring 
out the effects possible with a dif- 
erent form of composition. 

“As a matter of fact, it seems to 
me the music is merely to furnish 
_— for the silent drama,” he 
He believes that with music 
written to meet the special de- 
mands of each picture, it would be 
possible to enhance the dramatic 
values of screen productions with- 
out employing the spectacular 
photographic features now used to 
gain that end. 

“Pictures have only three means 
of expreshion—light and shadow, 
projection on a plane surface and 
movement,” he said. “Every sit- 
vation must be represented by 
these without the supporting ele- 
ment of sound. My idea is to 
write music that will Intensify the 
dramatic features by adding sound 
to the pictorial representation. 

“It is true that some attempt 


along this line is being made at 


the present time, but it is not so 
successful as it would be if special 
music were written for each pic- 
ture, designed specifically to bring 
out its dramatic values. The mu- 
sic now used is selected from such 
compositions as the director thinks 
will fill the bill, and sometimes it 
fits, but most of the time it 
doesn't.“

The fear theory ot crime pre- 
vention proved to be a fallacy.

To put into effect this punish- 
ment the constituted authorities in 
those days organized a pulice force.

The police force, whether mili- 
tary, civil or semimilitary, was or- 
ganized to apprehend violators and 
aid in their punishment. This was 
its main function at a time when 
even the most learned thought 
that the criminal could be deterred 


So slow are the mental processes 
of the body politic that even today 
there are unenlightened communi- 
ties which base their criminal ad- 
ministration upon the punishment 


intelligent criminologist 
realized long ago, however, that fear 
of punishment is not an effective 
deterrent. This was demonstrated 
when every petty crime was pun- 
ishable by death. 
even more strikingly each time a 
recidivist Is convicted. 

In the present century the police 
are regarded by thinkers more as

a crime preventive force than as a 
punitive organization, and this idea 
has been carried right into the 
heart of prisons and Jails. 

But just as the fear theory 


police forces been found totally 
inadequate to meet the situation. 
Even in the best policed cities in 
the world crime still persists. True, 
the criminal prefers those towns 
with a weak or corrupt police or- 
ganization, but this does not deter 
them from operating under the 
nose of a most efficient corps. 

The best weapon for fighting the 
criminal is education, The genu- 
inely enlightened man does not 
become a criminal. Stafistics show 
that 90 per cent of the army of 
a million crooks are ignorant to 
the point of illiteracy. 

In the days of Caesar and Han- 
nibal murder often went unpun- 
ished, and the strong man could 
kill and rob the weak with impun- 
ity. The life of a human bei 
was worth nothing. The slaying 
a person of low estate was consid- 
ered the same as killing cattle. 

Today human life has a high 
value. The murder of even one 
human arouses great indignation 
and repugnance. Men do not think 
in terms of assassination. The 
world is a better place in which 
to live. 

The natural evolution of the race 
from savagery to civilization ac- 
counts for the greater regard in 
which human life is held and for 
the increased consideration which 
one member of society is inclined 
to show toward another. 

In a savage state the genus homo 
waited only for an opportunity to 
pounce upon his neighbor, slay 
him and take his wife and cattle. 
In modern society there are people 
existing who rejoice in the happi- 
ness and prosperity of others. Th 
represent the highest development 
of mankind. On the other hand, 
there tre still priomrdial bease men 
who lie in wait to spring upon some 
unfortunate and rob him of every- 
thing if he places himself at a dis- 
advantage. The robber, the prof- 
iteer, the high-finance artist, the 
banker-usurer, the monopolist, the 
stock manipulator and the rent 
gouger are anthropological throw- 
backs to the near-ape era. These 
latter are the modern criminals. 

Genuine enlightenment, the in- 
stillation of the doctrine of fair 
play and brotherly love, is the only 
remedy.
